Now York, July 
estimated at $26,000,000 was 
early today by a series of terrific ex- 
plosions of ammunition awaiting snip 
mont to tho Entente Allies and stored 
on Blaek Tom Island, a smsll strip of 
land Jutting into Now York Bay off 
Jersey City. Tho loss of life still was 
problematical tonight It will not be 
determined definitely until there has 
been opportunity to chock up tke 
workmen employed on the Island and 
on boats moored nearby. 

Two are known to be dead and at 
least two more are missing, 
of persons were Injured, some of 
probably mortally. 

Tho detonations, which were felt In 
five states, began with a continuous 
rapid fire of small shells, then the 
blowing up of great quantities of dyn- 
amite, and other high explosives, fol- 
lowed by the. bursting of thousands of 
shrapnel shells which literally show- 
ered the surrounding country and 
waters for many miles around. 

Fire that started soon after the first 
great crash, which spread death and 
desolation in Its wake, destroyed 
thirteen of the huge warehouses of the 
National Storage Company on Black 
Tom Island In whloh were stored mer- 
chant dyes valued at between $12.- 
000,000 and $15,000,000. The flames 
shooting into the clouds were reflected 
against New York's skyline of tower 
ing office buildings, which only a few 
minutes before were shaken to their 
foundations as if by an earthquake 
of streets In Manhattan alone 
Btrewn with broken glass and 
ahattered

Karl) Treatj Failed 

The acquisition of the island* by the 
I'nlted States has been the subject ot 
diplomatic negotiation since the Civil 
War. Secretary Seward began nego- 
tiations for their acquisition In 1865 
because the naval operations of the 
War had shown the necessity of a base 
In the West Indies. A treaty was made 
and ratified by Denmark, but the 
I'nlted States Senate failed to art on 
it in proper time aud it lapsea. Presi- 
dent Wilson, in his volume on Con- 
gressional (iovernment, written abou 
1883, referred to the incident as the 
"treaty-marring overpower of the 



Inefficient efforts were made to re- 
open the negotiations during President 
Grant's administration, and In l u 02 
soon after President Roosevelt came 
into office. Secretary Hay took up the 
subject aud Denmark offered the 
islands for $6,000,000. The United 
States Senate this time ratified the 
treaty, but the Danish Senate defeated 
it. It was said at the time in diplo- 
matic circles that German opposition 
Influential in the Danish Parliament 
was responsible for the defeat of the 
plan. Later Judgment, however, at- 
tributed the opposition is still said 
to exist, and It is said If the proposed 
treaty is ratified by both Governments 
the transfer will be submitted to the 
people of the Islands. In the first ne- 
gotiations lu 1865 they approved a 
change. 

The three islands of St. Croix. St 
Thomas and St. John, in the order of 
their slse and population, were discov- 
ered by Columbus lu 1493. Spanish. 
British, French, Dutch and Danish 
flags have floated over one or all of 
the islands at various times. St Croix 
lying sixty-live miles southeast of 
Porto Rico, has an area of eighty-four 
sqnare miles and is the most prosper- 
ous of the group, with Its two towns 
of Christ ianstad and Frederic kstad. It 
Was held at on* time by the Knights 
of Malta, having been given to that 
famous order by Louis XIV. of France 
RcSf l'«rU) Rlre 

St Thomas, which Ilea only rorty 
miles east of Porto Rico and Is less 
thau 1.W0 miles from the entrauce of 
the Panama Canal, waa at one time 
the chief distributing center of West 
Indian trade, Ita Importance being di- 
rectly attributable to the fact that the 
mother country, Denmtrk, maintained 
IU neutrality during the numerous 
Buropean wars of the Eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

The temporary occupation of the Is- 
land by the British duriug several pe- 
riods of the Napoleonic wars sddsd 
further to the Importance of tb* chief 
'port. Charlotte Amalle, where mer- 
chant vessels rode at anchor la the 
magnificent land-locked harbor, while 
walling for convoys to protect them 
on the voyage across lb* Atlantic 
Thla towu, with a population of less 
than lO.owo mainly negroes. Is still an 
Important coal lug station fur steamer* 
In tb* West Indian trade 

WIUi a depth of from twunty-sevwn 



to thirty-six feet of water, the road- 
stead can accommodate the largest 
merchantships which sail these seas 
The export and Import trade has be- 
come negligible since the rapid decline 
of the sugar Industry, which the Dan- 
ish Government has tried In vain to 
revive by granting annual subsidies. 

St." John, least important of the is- 
lands, lying four miles to the east of 
St. Thomas, has an area of twenty-one 
square miles. It is scarcely more 
than a ten-mile mountain ridge with 
but one distinguishing feature, Coral 
Bsy, the best harbor of refuge in the 
Antilles. Cruxbay, a village of 1.000 
inhabitants on the northern shore. Is 
the center of population 

Subject lo Earthquakes 

While Danish Is the official lan- 
guage of the islands. English Is quite 
generally spoken. Not Infrequently 
there sre earthquakes and hurricane* 

If Denmark decides to part with the 
Islands there will remain to her only 
two colonlel possessions— Greenland 
and Ireland, which have on aggregate 
area more than five times as large as 
the mother country, but with only one- 
twenty'-seventh the population. The 
138 square miles of Denmark's West 
Indian territory sustain nearly three 
times as many people as the 46,740 
square miles of Greenland. 

Naval officers regard the Danish 
West Indies as most valuable for any 
European Government wishing to 
quarrel with the I'nlted 8tates and 
have urged it wus essential to the 
highest degree to keep them from tall 
Ing into unfriendly hands. They have 
pointed out that they are very near 
the naval station at Guantanamo, only 
1.000 miles from Key West, and a men- 
ace to the free navigation of the Wind- 
ward and Mona passages, the Carri- 
bean Sea aud the routes to American 
Atlantic Coast cities. 

Denmark's huge expenses since the 
iMllgataj of the war are said to be 
responsible for her willingness to sell 
the islands. 

m I I 1. 1 Ml H OTHKB PEOPLITS 
CHILDREN 

W hen ever It Is necessary, for the 
welfare of the children, to Insist that 
one or more families be quarantined," 
says the July Woman's Home Com- 
panion. "It Is astonishing how fre- 
quently this Is taken as a personal 
insult by the parents. It seems to be 
considered as an Infringement upon 
the family rights and not for one mo- 
ment to be tolerated." 

This editorial has to do with a wide- 
spread evil. It says further: 

"A striking Instance came to notice 
recently in a suburban town. For 
some weeks sporadic cases ot diph- 
theria had been appearing. Every 
care was taken to find out the source 
of the trouble— but all to no avail 
There were carriers at large, and no 
one kuew who waa responsible. So It 
was decided to make a systematic ex- 
amination of the throats ot the school 
children, and to send cultures of all 
suspicious-looking eases to the labor- 
atory. It was found that twenty-live 
p«r cent of these culture* gave a po- 
sitive reaction, so, of course, these 
children were promptly banished, and 
quarantine ordered by the board of 
health. The nature of the work and 
the necessity for these precautions 
were explained lo th* parents lu ev- 
ery Instance, nevertheless, some of 
these same pareuts were very angry, 
and tried various devices to break the 
quarantine. One of th* mothers 
threatened a law suit unless her child 
was promptly taken back to school 
and the sign put ou her bouse by or 
der of the board of health Immediate- 
ly removed! 

"Another mother entirely Ignored 
the iiotlc* sent to her, and flatly re- 
fused to keep her child in the house

Designate, after It had been approved 
by President Wilson and hla Cabinet: 
"Sir: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your communica- 
tion of July 12 last, In which you 
transcribe a note addressed to me by 
the Secretary of Foreign Kelationa of 
your Government, and to requeat that 
you will be good enough to transmit to 
Mm the following reply: 

• I have the honor to MlWIIWlligl 
receipt of Your Kxcellency's note 
transmitted under date of July 12 by 
Lie Ellaeo Arrendondo, your Govern- 
ment's confidential agent in Washing- 
ton, Informing me that Your Excel- 
lency haa received instruction from 
the First Chief of the Conatitutlonalist 
army, charged with the executive pow- 
er of the union, to propoae that each 
of our Governmenta name three Com-
